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Fujiyama 
Seeks Better 
Relations 
With Soviet 


Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama intends to pursue a 
“positive” policy toward Rus- 
sia's proposal for conclusion of 
an aviation pact and a cultural 
agreement, an informed dip- 
lomatic source said yesterday. 

This source listed as one of 
the reasons for Fujiyama’s 
stand the recent appointment of 
Deputy Foreign Minister N. T. 
Fedorenko as Soviet’s new am- 
bassador to Japan. 


In view of Fedorenko's high 
position and his part in the 
negotiations that led to the sign- 
ing in 1956 of a joint declaration 
ending the state of war between 
Japan and Russia, it now seems 
as if Moscow is willing to dis 
cuss some pending problems 
“directly,” Le. here in Tokyo. 


The source who expressed this 
belief also quoted Fujiyama as 
holding the view that the forth- 
coming aviation-culture negotia- 
tions, sf successful, may help 
improve the climate for future 
peace treaty talks. 

The source said a “positive” 
Japanese policy toward aviation 
and cultural agreements may 
make Russia halt its series of 
“somewhat unfriendly mea- 
sures.” 

The source listed these wun- 
friendly measures as (1) the 
unilateral designation of Peter 
the Great Bay as a Soviet in- 
land sea; (2) the seizure by 
Soviet patrol boats of Japanese 
fishing boats in northern waters, 
and (3) Moscow’s tough stand 
in last spring’s fishery quota 
talks. 

The source said the Soviet 
might have taken these measur- 
es because of Japan’s—in the 
eyes of Moscow—*“half-hearted 
attitude” toward more friendly 
relations with the Soviet Union. 

The source did not say so 
but he indicated that it is now 
the hope of Japan that Moscow, 
as a result of a “positive” Japa- 
nese policy in the fields of avia- 
tion and culture, will realize 
that the Tokyo Government 
never has been pursuing a “haif- 
hearted” policy—though Japan 
still sticks to its territorial de- 
mands in the peace treaty com- 
plex, 


Gov't Begins Study 
Of Kishi’s Speech 


The Cabinet yesterday studied 
the draft of the policy speech 
to given by Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi at the resumed 
Diet Tuesday. 

The speech, subject to final 
approval by the Cabinet on the 
morning before Kishi delivers it, 
was expected to dwell on the 
promotion of independent, 
peaceful diplomacy and long 
range economic programs, ban- 
ning of nuclear weapon experi- 
ments, and expansion of the so- 
cial security system. The en- 
tire speech was expected to take 
20 minutes. 

The Cabinet also approved the 
appointment yesterday of Shun- 
ichi Matsumoto, former ambas- 
sador to Britain, and Shunichi 
Suzuki, deputy director of the 
Autonomy Agency, as deputy 
chief cabinet secretaries. 

Matsumoto is scheduled to 
look after political affairs and 
Suzuki will handle administra- 
tive affairs.

Takasaki Declares 


Tatsunosuke Takasaki, Minis- 
ter of International Trade and 
Industry, told a press conference 
in Tokvo yesterday that he 
would shortly send “leading 
businessmen” to Peiping “im an 
effort to overcome” the current 
impasse in economic reiations 
between Japan and Comraunist 
China, 

Takasaki's statement confiict- 
ed with a declaration made by 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
only 24 hours earlier, Kishi told 
a press conference Friday that 
the Government would not alter 
its policy toward Peiping and 
would adopt a “wait-and-see atti- 
tude at present.” 

Takasaki, a former industrial- 

ist, also pledged to make special 
efforts to counter current boy- 
cott movements in the United 
States against Japanese pro- 
ducts. 
Discussing the economic prob- 
lems confronting the nation, he 
said production adjustment 
alone could not cure the eco- 
nomic recession. Measures to 
stimulate domestic demand 
without inviting inflation should 
be taken, Takasaki said. 

Elaborating on various dif- 
ficulties between Japan and 
Communist China, Takasaki said 
he did not think the Peiping 
Government was enticing Japan 
with promises of economic 
gains through trade in order to 
make Japan recognize Commu- 
nist China. This conviction 
came from his persona] contact 
with Communist Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai, he added.

Macmillan Returns 
From U.S., Canada 


LONDON (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan came home from 
a one-week visit to the United 
States and Canada Saturday and 
said President Elsenhower has 
a standing invitation to return 
his call. 

“We would like very much for 
him to come,” Macmillan said 
at London Airport. “We appre- 
ciate, however, that as the head 
of state it might be difficult for 
him to get away.” 

The Prime Minister looked 
tired but was in a confident 
mood when he landed on a 
flight from Ottawa. 

Macmillan said he has no firm 
plans for eeeing French Pre- 
mier De Gaulle but would like 
to talk with him. “I know he 
is heavily engaged at the mo- 
ment and a meeting in the im- 
mediate future might not be 


feasible,” he added,

A nationwide JTU meeting 
will be held in Wakayama on 
or about June 22 to study “con- 
crete struggle policies,” he said. 
Present plans call for the 
Kinki district—comprising Wa- 
kayama, Nara, Shiga and Ko- 
chi—to concentrate on its strug- 
gie for retraction of the merit 
system, he said, 
In prefectures such as Kyoto, 


Osaka and Hyogo where the 
system has not been enforced 
yet, the struggie will be aimed 
at preventing its impiementa- 
tion, he said. 


He said “Kagoshima will be 
established as the center of the 
opposition campaign in the 
Kyushu district, Yamanashi and 
Kanagawa in the Kanto district, 
ami Fukushima and Yamagata 
in the Tohoku district.” 
“Struggles” in these areas will 
be coordinated with that in 
Wakayama Prefecture, 

Miyanohara also said that a 
58-member investigating group 


from Tokyo, representing “vari- 


ous strata of society,” will be 
sent to Wakayama this month, 


He. said “interference by 
authorities” in the teachers

The Opposition Socialist Par- 
ty yesterday issued an “anti 
depression” program telling the 
Government how to rehabilitate 
Japan’s economy from its cur- 
rent recession. 

The Socialists yesterday also 
asked the Liberal-Democratic 
Party to hold policyanaker 
talks early this week. 

The Socialist Party “anti- 
depression principles” were bas- 
ed on the premise that the Japa- 
nese economy declined chiefly 
because of export deadiocks and 
overproduction. 

It noted the total halt of Com- 
munist China trade, U.S. moves 
to restrict imports from Japan, 
decreased industrial facilities 
expansion, intensified produc- 
tion cuts and mounting unem- 
ployment resulting from a pro- 
gressing “overproduction panic.” 

The Socialist Party said the 
fiscal 1958 national budget 
should be reexamined. The 
Socialists are expected to pre- 
sent a resolution for a supple 
mentary budget to the current 
special Diet. 

The resolution is expected to 
c.ll for an additional sum of 
¥62,600 million to the general 
account and an additional ¥30 
million fund for Government 
loans. and investments.

A new typhoon, the seventh 
this vear, was spawned off 
Guam yesterday morning and 
was proceeding in a northwest- 
erly direction at a speed of 19 
miles an hour.

Role of Japan, 
Asakai Urges 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)— 
Japanese Ambassador Koichiro 
Asakai Friday suggested that 
Japan “utilize its position as 
an important customer” in order 
to effectively counter U.S. move- 
ments to shut out Japanese mer- 
chandise. 


Asakal expressed this opinion 
before an assembly of resident 
Japanese Government officials 
and trade representatives who 
met at the Japanese Embassy 
to discuss the problem of anti- 
Japanese trade campaigns in 
the U.S. 

Attending the meeting were, 
besides the ambassador, Minis 
ter Takezo Shimoda, Consul Gen- 
eral Mitsuo Tanaka at New 
York, leaders of the New York 
Japanese Chamber of Commerce 
and the New York, office of the 
Japan External Trade Recovery 
Organization (JETRO) and 
more than 10 Japanese traders. 

Asakai and his aides priefed 
the meeting. They said that Ja- 
pan should stress that it was 
still buying large amounts of 
US. products including farm 
produce and machinery, 

They also suggested that an 
active publicity campaign to 
this end be launched in those 
areas in Japan importing US. 
commodities. Efforts to enlist 
the cooperation of all Japanese 
importers concerned “from a 
national standpoint” were alse 
called for. 

As for the problem of 
utilizing a proposed joint Ja- 
pan-U.S, trade committee in 
this respect, the conferees were 
generally opposed to the idea 
because no suitable U.S.’ trading 
representatives were available. 

Also discussed was the scrap- 
ping of trade contracts and 
trade restrictions by U5. im- 
porters for Japanese raw silk 
due to the recent silk price 
crash, In this respect, a recom- 
mendation for raw silk price 
stabilization was scheduled to 
be sent to Tokyo. 

As for the increasing influx of 
Japanese silk textiles into the 
U.S. which had invited a threat 
of a tariff raise, it was agreed 
to wait and see until a recom- 
mendation has been issued in 
July by the International silk 
industry executive committee in

Dulles Sees 
K’chev Effort 
For Summit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Seo 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said Friday a new iet- 
ter from Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev “appears to be an 
effort to push us rapidly and 
more certainly toward a sum- 
mit conference.” 

Dulles made his comment at 
National Airport as he ieft for 
Princeton, New Jersey. He 
went to a reunion of his 1908 
Princeton class. 

“Il understand Mr, Khrush- 
chev says | am the principal 
stumbling block in the way of 
the summit conference,” Dulles 


added. 

“Any comments?” reporters 
asked. 

Dulles threw back his head 
and laughed heartily. 

Khrushchev's letter to Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was delivered by the Soviet 
Embassy Thursday. A similar 
letter was handed the British 
in London Friday. 

The State Department said 
the letters deal solely with the 
question of a summit con- 
ference, 

This new correspondence was 
part of new Soviet maneuver- 
ing along the slopes leading to 
a summit conference. Western 
diplomats are wondering what 
lies behind the Soviet strategy. 

The Khrushchey letter was 
only part of new Soviet activity. 

In addition, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko 
called in the U.S. British, and 
French ambassadors in Moscow 
Friday to talk = summit—se- 
parately, since the Kremiin is 
insisting on “parity” in all 
Fast-West contacts these days. 

Further, Khrushchev Thurs- 
day used a favorite technique 
of his—off-thecuff comments 
at a Moscow cocktall party—to 
accuse Dulles of blocking a 
heads-of-government meeting. 

He repeated what Soviet pro- 
pagandists have been saying for 
days, but without adding their 
charge that Dulles has instruct- 
ed US. diplomats abroad to 
frustrate or delay a summit 
conference. The State Depart- 
ment disputes all this. 

US. and other Western 
diplomats, studying the Khrush- 
chevy letter, said they saw no 
new offers of concessions in it. 

But officials reasoned that, at 
a minimum, Khrushchev was 
trying to get away from an es- 
sentially negative position.

‘Honeymoon Scooter’ Favorite 
Vehicle for Hire in New Delhi 


NEW # DELHI (AP)—The 
hottest item of hire transport 
in the capital of India is the 
two-seat “honeymoon scooter,” 
according to a recent report by 
the Road Research Institute. 

The report said there seemed 
to be plenty of other kinds of 
transport but the two-seater 
scooters are so much in demand 
that driver-owners can pick and 
choose among would-be cus- 
tomers. While other convey- 
ances compete with each other 
for business, the scooters may 
turn down customers who want 
to go too far or in the wrong 
direction. 

The honeymoon scooter Is a 
relative newcomer to one of the 
most varied hire transport sys- 
tems im the world. It gets its 
name from the fact there are 
seats only for two, 

In Dethi you can choose 
among large taxis, small taxis, 
motorcycle taxis, bicycle rick- 


shaws, scooter taxis and horse- 
drawn tongas. 

There are about 1,000 scooter 
taxis now in service, and the 
Road Research Institute says 
there would be plenty of busi- 
ness for several hundred more. 
The scooters are equipped to 
handle two passengers in a bullt- 
on carriage behind the driver. 

An automatic meter keeps 
track of the fare at 4 annas 
{about 5 U.S. cents) per mile— 
half the rate for a small auto- 
mobile taxi. 

There are plenty of bargains 
left over for the pedestrian who 
fails to snag a scooter taxi. He 
can get a motorcycle taxi, which 
seats four passengers in a car- 
riage behind the driver, for 6 
annas (7% cents) per mile: a 
tonga for just a bit less: or a 
bicycle rickshaw for anywhere 
between 2 and 6 annas per mile, 
depending om whether he 


travels during rush hours,

BELGRADE €&I)—Ten 
Yugoslav Staliniste fied to 
Albania ai fortnight ago to 
carry on anti-Tito activities, a 
Government spokesman said 
Friday. 

Official epokeseman Jaksa 
Petric tokd his weekly press 
conference that the 0 men 
crossed into neighboring 
Albania on May 31. 

Security police have rounded 
up another group of Stalinists 
and criminal proceedings have 
already started against them 
for aiding the fugitives, Petric 
said. 

Other reports here added that 
several other Stalinists flew to 
Hungary and Bulgaria, which 
also border Yugoslavia. Petric 
did not confirm these reports. 

He said the 10 who went to 
Albania planned to start 
“hostile action abroed” against 
Yugoslavia. 

Both the fugitives and those 
now under arrest had previous- 
ly served long terms af impri- 
sonment for opposing Tito’s 
break with the Kremlin in 1948. 

Petric said foreign newspaper 
reports of maés arrests in Yugo- 
slavia were untrue. He said 
only a few had been taken into 
custody by security police, and 
all of them had previously serv- 
ed prison terms for their anti- 
state activities. 

Among those known to have 
fied to Albania is former 
partisan Col, Viado Depcevic, 

They represented a segment 
of Yugoslav Communist opinion 
which maintains all foreign 
Communist governments should 
be under strict Moscow control. 

The reemergence of Kremlin 
pressure on Yugoslavia to fall 
into line with Soviet satellites 
and the consequent anti-Moscow 
reaction here led many of these 
“Cominformists” to go under- 
ground or fice the country, 
authoritative sources said. 

Petric also told his press con- 
ference that neither Moscow nor 
Communist East Germany have 
replied to recent strong Yugo- 
slay notes of protest over the 
suspension of financial credits 
to this country. 

Petrie also made these points: 

~There are real prospects to 
increase and expand economic 
cooperation” with Italy. 

—United Arab Republic

NICOSIA, Cyprus (UPID— 
The first planeload of more 
than a thousand British para- 
tr reinforcements for this 
strifetorn island's security 
forces arrived here Saturday.

“The cases contradict the old 
opinion that addiction arises 
from moral or psychological de- 
ficiencies,” he said, citing the 
scientific point of his studies. 

To back up his position, 
Pruitt trots out a whole stable 
of instances in which nature's 
simple beasts became sots and 
drug<ravers, with accompany- 
ing habits of riotous living. 

“Their reactions are very si- 
milar to that in man,” he said. 
“They forsake their responsi- 
bilities.” 

Even the birds and bees do 
it, as well as the ordinarily in- 
dustrious ant, he said in an in- 
terview. 

As for the bees, Pruitt told of 
some hives in Tennessee that 
began feeding on a clandestine 
distillery. 

“As a result,” he said, “they 
neglected their work, didn't 
gather enough honey, and when 
winter came. they began dying 
out.” 

He told of dogs that went 
from saloon to saloon begging 
drinks, of a whisky thirsting 
Tennessee mule, of a morphine 
addicted racoon, a hard-drinking 
pigeon, and a dog that would 
break into a doctor's office to 
get narcotics, 

“I heard of one bunch of pigs 
that kept breaking into a still,” 
he said. “I don't know what it 
proves unless it is that pigs 
were making people out of them- 


selves.”

of education. 


The controversy over its 
enforcement, smouldering since 
the end of last year, reached a 
head in April when the Tokyo 
Metropolitan Teachers Union 
struck in protest, 


In Wakayama Prefecture, 
more than 100 persons were in- 
jured earlier this month ir a 
clash petween police and 
teachers representing the Japan 
Teachers Union and the Japan 


Senior High School Teachers 
Union. 

The Wakayama Teachers 
Union is planning a second. 


wave of action starting Tues- 
day and the Kochi union action 
will start around Friday. 


In some areas, parents are

Among the prefectures yet to 
enforce the system, there are 
two cases in which the plan 4 
speeeet by the governor—in 
Hokkakio and Kyoto. Both 
governors are Socialists. 

There are also cases in which 
the prefectural board of educa- 
tion has decided to enforce the 
plan, but the local education 
boards have failed to follow 
suk. 

The Akita Prefectural Board 
of Education, for example, de- 
cided in favor of the system in 
April but 71 out of the 72 local 
education boards still have not 
clarified their position. One is 
opposed, 

In the majority of cases, the 
principals assigned to make the 
efficiency reports are reportedly 
resigned to doing so. 

The majority of the members 
of the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion are taking @ neutral stand. 
However, some parents, such as 
those In Wakayama City, have 
dissolved the organization and 
set up groups called the “Edu- 
cation Friends Society” or 
“The Society to Protect Chil- 
dren.” They have even object- 
ed to have their children taught 
by teachers who participated 
in the struggles.

Energy Research Institute, 

The institute, which owns the 
station, will celebrate its second 
anniversary today. The institute, 
set up as a foundation, is now 
a sermiofficial corporation, 

The Tokai station is located in 
Ibaraki Prefecture, along the 
Pacific coast of Japan, 

The station, whose construc- 
tion started Nov, 10, 1958, hias 
been conducting major expertl- 
mental work since last Septem- 
ber when ite first reactor Was 
“kindled.” But the station as a 
whole is still In the process of 
construction under a_i total 
building tmdget of ¥13,000 mil- 


lion. ” 


Installation of reactorw is po-' 
Ing so fast that the present pace 
is one per year. The No. 1 ex- 
perimental reactor of the water- 
boller type, JRR-1, was set up 
and put into operation last Sep- 
tember, The second one, of the 
Chicago-Pile No. 5 type, is ex- 
pected to be installed at” the 
end of this year. Both have been 
purchased from the U.S. 

A third reactor, IRR, which 
will be home-made, was order- 
ed by an atomic energy research 
group of five firms. The con- 
struction of this reactor will 
start this fall, 

Forty-one buildings, includ- 
ing one housing a Van de 
Graaff generator, are scheduled 
to be completed by next 
March. 

Institute officials said the sta- 
tion has not yet made any re 
markable research achieve 
ments due to its youth. 

But the No. 1 reactor is con- 
sidered to have run “@Xtreme 
satisfactorily” as it has al 
operated a total of 150 hours. 

Six specialists have been 
trained to operate the reactor.

[Spanish Women 
Get New Rights 


MADRID (UPI)—Philander 
ing husbands are going to have 
to watch their wayward steps 
in Spain from now on, 


Under recently-revised civil 
laws, Spain's long suffering 
wives can now legally separate 
from their spouses on grounds 
of adultery—a right formerly 
held by men alone, 

Thies was but one of a nun 
ber of new statutes injected 
into Spain's long unchanged 
civil code in an effort to bring 
women's rights more in ine 
“with the universal movement 
of our times,” as one of the 
new code’s defenders, Judge 
Antonio Iturmendi, pointed out. 

The changes, among other 
things, give women the right 
to: 
~—~Marry without parental com 
sent after passing their 21st 
birthday. It used to be 23. 

~Adopt children at a young 
er age. The law will now allow 
family to adopt children when 
the husband: and wife have 
reached a minimum age of 35. 
They used to have to be 45. 

-~—-Dispose of their own money 
or inheritances however they 
like. Now, the girls can spend 
as they please any moment that 
comes to them through family 
Inheritance or from a former 


husband. 

—~Have a iegal voice in the 
raising of their children. 
Widows, if they remarry, can 


now help decide how childret. 
by a former husband will be 
raised. And they'll be backed 
up by the courts. 

Spain's new woman can also: 
witness wills, be an executor 
of an estate, take her side of 
a family argument to court 
when it concerns the treatment 
of a minor; play a more legal, 
if not mare important, part in 
family business. 

The liberalized new 
tion laws—there is no divorce 
in Catholic Spain—have aiso 
underlined women's duties. 

It used to be possible for a 
man to obtain a separation from 
his wife simply by proving she 
had committed adulterv: He 
still can, but so can she.

Those made of human locks 
cost from $175 to $250 each. 
They are expensive as hair 
must be imported from Europe 
where women do not use dyes 
and tints. Others made of arti- 
ficial hair cost $75 each. 

Though far more costly real 
hair wigs have advantages. 
They can be washed, redved, 
reshaped and handled more 
carelessiy while artificial hair- 
dresses must be returned to the 
factory for overhaul. 

In Japan wigs made of hu- 
man hair are worn mostly by 
Kabuki and other actors and 
actresses or the stage. It is also 
common these days for brides 
with short or permanented hair 
to wear wigs in typical Japa- 
nese bridal hairdo. Japanese 
wigs are generally made by 
plaiting each strand of hair in 
a sti? heavy, foundation.

Lump in Throat Due to Muscle 
Stiffening Because of Emotion 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—A 
Yale doctor reports that he has 
found what actually happens 
when during emotion you get 
a lump in your throat. 


It's due to the stiffening of 
a ring-shaped muscle at the 
top of the esophagus and this 
muscle turns out to have a 
heretofore unrecognized connec- 
tion with the emotions, he said. 


Emotional lumps in the 
throat can be frequent and 
troublesome for some people, 
Dr John A. Kirehner told the 
American Laryngological, Rhino- 
logical and Otological Society. 

Dr. Kirchner, a Yale ear and 
throat specialist, received the 
Harris P. Mosher award for his 
discovery about the involuntary 
activities of this muscle. The 
award is conferred annually by 
the society for outstanding re- 


search in the eid of ear, nose 
and throat. 

Now that the emotional factor 
has come to light, medical scl- 
ence may be able to do some- 
thing for people who get these 
lumps too often, Dr. Kirehner 
said. Some kind of tranquiliz- 
ing drug may be the answer, 
he added,

Ormsby-Gore said the Govern- 
ment accepted a motion on 
which the debate took place 
urging it to do all it could t» 
get a radical reduction in the 
strategic list.

The minister said the Govern- 
ment aimed to cut the list to 
lowest level commensurate with 
national security.

Review of 
Trade Policy 


OSAKA—With the birth of

They com 
tend that should the United 
States stick to such a policy,

Se. 

The circles made their stand 
clear in a recommendation to 
the new Kishi Government. It 
was the first time that Kansal 
businessmen have made such 
open criticiem on the matter. 


Informants believe that be 
hind the recommendation is the 
deep-rooted dissatisfaction of 
Kansai businessmen with the 
latest anti-Japanese goods drive 
in the United States and the re- 
sultant business reces..ons in 
this country. 


Regarding economic policy 
on Southeast Asia, Kansai busi- 
nessinen seek a change to cope 
with the recent suspension of 
trade with Communist China 
and the active advance being 
made in Southeast Asian mar- 
kets by that country. 


They think the Chinese eco- 
nomic inroads in Southeast 
Asia should be regarded as a 
problem common to all free na- 
tions, including Japan and the 
United States. 


USSR, Netherlands 
Conclude Air Pact 


THE HAGUE (AP)—A Soviet- 
Netherlands aviation agreement 
has been concluded here and 
will be initialled officially Mon- 
day, the Dutch Transport Min- 
istry said Friday. 


No details were announced, 
but it is understood that under 
the agreement Royal Dutch 
Airlines KLM will fy Armeter- 
dam-Moscow once a week and 
the Soviet line, Aerofiot, will 
also make one filght a week 
Moascow-Ameterdam.,

The spokesman said Austra- 
lian passengers would be able 
to buy a Sydney-Moscow ticket. 


Inclusion of Ships 
Urged in Payments 


Transportation Minister Ma- 
moru Nagano said yesterday 
that as many ships as possible 
should be included in Japan's |‘ 
reparations payments to claim- 
ant nations in Southeast Asia. 

He noted that Indonesia, 
Burma and the Philippines need 
many vessels for their coastal 
and insular navigation.

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An American Flier 
The restraint with which the United States and Indo- 
nesia are handling the potentially explosive case of Allen 
L. Pope is a good augury for continuing good relations 


between the two countries, 


The case of the American filer who was shot down 
while flying a rebel Indonesian bember against Ambon, in 
East Indonesia, last month, is potentially far more dan- 
gerous than the furore caused by William S. Girard in 


Japan last year. 


The case against Pope is not merely of flying with the 
rebels, according to Indonesian reports, but causing death 
and injury among noncombatant personnel with attacks 
against port cities and ships in the East Indonesia area. 
Unless the governments and peoples of Indonesia and the 
United States act with mature judgment, they could wreck 
irreparably relations between their two countries. 


The Communists, both in Indonesia and abroad, have 


left littie doubt of where they stand. 


They would like to 


use the Pope case as a tool to build up anti-American feel- 


ing in Indonesia, 


If and when Pope is brought before an Indonesian 
court, it will in the narrow sense be Pope who is on trial. 
But in a broader sense, it could develop that America 


itself will be on trial 


Left-wing newspapers in Djakarta have already carried 
charges that the Pope case reflects a planned pattern of 


U.S, intervention in the Indonesian rebellion. 


Some have 


claimed that Pope and other Americans were acting under 
orders from U.S. military authorities in Okinawa. 


Many neutral people in Asia are convinced that there 


may be some basis to these charges. 


In view of this, the 


left-wing group can be depended upon to pounce upon 
any development during the Pope trial which can be inter- 
preted as supporting thésé accusations. 


Under the circumstances, 


there will be pressure upon 


hotheads in both countries to speak and act emotionally 
and hastily. Individual Americans especially will be under 
great pressure to reply angrily to charges that may be 


made in Indonesia, 


But that would be playing into the 


hands of the common enemies of Indonesia and the United 


States whose sole interest is 
them.

Much of the coolness between the two countries that 
existed during the early stages of the rebellion has been 
dissipated by the United States statement of support for 


4 policy of nonintervention in Indonesia. 


It is a policy 


which has been supported by our Prime Minister Kishi in 
his message to Premier Djuanda of Indonesig. 


It is Japan's hope that the people of both Indonesia and 
the United States can restrain the hotheads and fanatics 
among them and let the Pope case serve as another step 
in improving relations between them. 


Save the River Fish 


In the rather odd affair the other night of a mob of 
fishermen attacking a paper plant on the banks of the Edo- 
gawa River, there was no question but that the fishermen 


were the aggressors. 


As a result, a total of 183 persons 


suffered bodily injury and some 1,200 windowpanes were 


ermashed. 


And yet there is no question either but that the public, 
made up mostly of violence-hating, law-abiding people, 


cheered for the fishermen. 


Their gripe against the paper company is simple and 
thoroughly justified. The company some time ago instalied 
new machinery, which discharges chemical waste into the 


river. 


This stuff has proven deadly to fish. 


We applaud the action of the Tokyo Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment in ordering the company to suspend its river pollu- 
tion operations, and we hope certainly that the word “tem- 
porary” will be deleted from the order. 


It is a crying shame that such action came only after 
the fishermen’s show of violence. This deplorable incident 
has, then, produced a favorable result, but it is to be hoped 
that no more such violence or threat of violence will be 
necessary to bring a solution to the problem that has been 


So dramatically exposed. 


The problem is not limited to the Edogawa fishermen 
or the particular plant they assaulted. Only a couple of 
weeks ago when the fishing season opened on a river in 
Kanagawa Prefecture, it was found that chemical pollution 


had destroyed most of the river life. 


All over the coun- 


try this is occurring, as various factories are beginning to 
use modern equipment to boost their production. 


We would not suggest that they stick to old-fashioned 
equipment, of course. But we do Insist that they go to 
what added expense is necessary to avoid contaminating 
the rivers. A law to this effect has been pending in the 


Diet for some time. 


Its enactment is an urgent matter.

Translations of More Substantial Books, Other Media Needed in US. 


The people of the United 
States know too little about the 
people, problems and institu. 
tions of Japan. How can this 
situation be remedied? 

Only @ handful of Americans 
can read Japanese, though pro- 

ess is being made in that 

irection among scholars, and 
young people who contemplate 
careers im the foreign service 
and other fields of international! 
relations are showing more and 
more interest In language study. 

Courses in Japanese are in- 
creasing in American univer 
sities, and it is rapidly becom- 
ing & condition of a scholariy 
career in Japanese subjects that 
a candidate for a university 
position possess knowledge of 
the language. Yet i seems 
probable that the difficulty of 
memorizing thousands of char- 
acters, together with the grea- 
usefulness of European 
languages to the average stu- 
dent, will defer the develop 
ment of large classes in Jape 
nese for an indefinite period. 

Fortunately for Americans 
and other Western peoples, 
knowledge of English is much 
more general in Japan than is 
knowledge of Japanese of West- 
ern countries, including the 
United States. Japan has, how- 
ever, few scholars who write 
substantial books In other than 
their own language, which is 
natural. 

Language Difficulty 

Also, the scarcity of books in 
the English language by Jape- 
nese authors suggests that 
many scholars and literary men 
and women who read English 
do not feel competent to write 
In that language or have no as- 
surance that if they do their 
books will find & publisher and 
a market. Those who do write 
may mot express themseives 
understandably to Americans 
because their English is not 
idiomatic. Their usage of words

depends upon dictionaries, 
which give alternative mean- 
ings, among which it Is easy to 
select the wrong one for a parti- 
cular context. And there are 
other pitfalis for one who writes 
in other than his native ian- 


guage. 

While the accuracy of Japa- 
nese scholarly writing jn Eng- 
lish is remarkable, os ‘se that 
of Japanese journalists, it is to 
the credit of any author that 
he should hesitate to write un- 
less he f@ entirely eure that he 
in eaying what he intends to 
say. 

The cordial relations prevail- 
ing between the Japanese and 
American peoples open the 
way to solving the problem of 
language difference by means of 
transiations. 

Growing Resources 

Since World War Il the pub 
lications of the Japanese Cen- 
tenary Cultural Council on the 
Metji-Taisho Era have added 
notably to our resources in cul- 
tural relations. What we now 
need is provision for collabora- 
tion between Japanese and 
Amertoan scholars in the trans 
lation of weli-selected books and 
monographs of recent and cur. 
rent authorship. There are 
numerous such works available. 

There is need also of transla- 
tions of Diet proceedings, juci- 
clal decisions, and important 
documents from the Official 
Garette. The Japan Yearbook 
is helpful in this connection but 
we need far more primary 
source material. 

At present American scholars 
can obtain more translated ma- 
terials on Communist China 
than they can on Japan, due to 
the excellent service of the 
American consulate in Hong- 
kong. 

Today their major reliance, if 
they do not read Japanese, is 
the English edition of news. 
papers. These are of great 
value both for news and edito-

Problem of Funds 

What can be done to establish 
a surer basis of knowledge for 
mutual understanding? The 
chief problem is to find funds 
for translations and their pub- 
lication. It cannot be assumed 
that the literary market wil! 
provide the needed amount of 
financial support. This must 
come from governments and 
private foundations, 

And it must be expended un- 
der the supervision of scholars, 
without censorship or other po- 
litical interference. Uniess what 
is originally written is faithful 
ly reproduced in transiation 
readers will be more hindered 
than helped. What is needed is 
not propaganda but honest, fear- 
less writing. We need also to 
foster respect for solid scholar- 
ship and originality in artistic 
achievement, 

One would like to see, for ex- 
ampie, the American and the 
Japanese political science as- 
sociations collaborating in pro 
ducing a series of translations. 
It might be supposed that the 
great philanthropic foundations 
would be eager to support such 
a project. Unhappily they seem 
reluctant to do 80, perhaps be- 
cause insufficient interest has 
yet been shown by scholars, 
seme of whom seem to regard 
translations as trenching upon 
the modicum of language know!l- 
edge they possess. 

News and Comment 

There is need also for periodi- 
cals which publish translated 
articles of high quality taken 
from the better journals. And 
we need weekly editions of 
newspapers devoted to national 
news and comment, published in 
English primarily for foreign 
distribution. These editions 
need not imclude the general 
news avallable in foreign papers. 
Undoubtedly publishers would 
be pleasantly surprised by the 
cordial reception such papers 
would receive. 

Until cultural exchange in- 
cludes mere books and other 
media of communication of sub- 
stantial nature America will 
comtinue to be for most Jape- 
nese what they see of it on 
television, a land of Western

No Change in Red Aims 


Objective Same Despite New Look

Communiam today aims at 
looking quite different from 


communism before Stalin's 
death, It wishes to appear 
transfigured: but have the 


changes been very real? Is 
Moscow any safer to deal with, 
or to become allied with, than 
in the days when Russia made 
no secret of its determination to 
spread communism and world 
revolution? 


Recent statements by Mr. 
Khrushehey and other Soviet 
leaders are worth careful study. 
They show virtually no altera- 
tion in Soviet aims. The tactics 
may have changed but the long 
term objectives are constant, 
The present scheme of opera- 
tions of the Russian Govern- 
ment is really a subtie elabora- 
tion of the basic policies evolv- 
ed by Stalin. 


It is worthwhile noting that 
Khrushchey and other Soviet 
leaders have never condemned 
Stalin for his method of spread- 
ing Communist domination 
whatever they have said about 
his iniquities in domestic mat- 
ters. Indeed, on New Year's 
Day in 1957 Khrushchev in 
speaking of the drive for world 
communism said bluntly, “We 
are all Stalinists.” 

Stalin believed that the key 
to the Communist mastery 
the world lay in exploiting all 
major or minor conficts in the 
non-Cormmunist world. His suc- 
cessors have developed this im- 
aginatively. Under Khrush- 
chevy the main moves in the 
Russian game have been to 
pose as the champion of nation- 
alists and to encourage them in 
pursuing their ambitions. 

This has not been out of phi- 
lanthrophy. The design is to 
divide and weaken the non- 
Communist world. These tac- 
tics, incidentally, were already 
proposed in clear terms by 
Lenin who foresaw the impor- 
tance of nationalism for the 
Communist plan. They are be 


Ugly Clash 


in Cyprus

MELBOURNE ({(Via_ Radio- 
press)—Once again the situation 
in Cyprus has taken an ugly 
turn with bitter clashes between 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot ele 
ments on that trouble-racked 
island. During last weekend 
the worst communal riots in 
Cyprus’ history took place at 
key points throughout Cyprus, 
and rigid security measures 
were ordered by the governor, 
Sir Hugh Foot, who has strug- 
gied valiantly and cour 
ly to bring some measure of 
peace to the island, 


The British Government ap- 
pealed to the Turkish Govern- 
ment to urge restraint on the 
Turkish Cypriots but passions 
were then further inflamed 
when gunmen shot a Turkish 
Cypriot auxiliary’ policeman in 
Nicosia and this has provoked 
further Turkish attacks on 
Greek Cypriots. There are also 
reports of a Turkish Cypriot 
attacks on a British military 
patrol, the first attack of this 
sort by Turkish elements since 
the emergency began. Charges 
and countercharges have been 
made. 


The leader of the Turkish 
community in Cyprus has de- 
clared that Britain is responsi- 
ble for the bloodshed of any 
Turk and Archbishop Makarios 
recently in Cairo has apparent 
ly been inviting the interest of 
the United Arab Republic in the 
dispute. He is now in Athens 
in conference with the Greek 
Government, The Greek Govern- 
ment has announced Ms inten- 
tion of calling an immediate 
meeting of the NATO Council 
in Paris to discuss what it de- 
scribes as the Turkich plan, to 
bring pressure to bear on the 
Pritish Government in respect 
to Cyprus. 


There have also been dem- 
onstrations on the Cyprus is- 
sue in Istanbul, Turkey.

The remainder of the popula- 
tion, about a third of the whole 
and amounting to 100,000 of 
Turkish Cypriots with a differ-

Moreover, both sides, Greeks 
and Turks, are supported in 
their demands by their home 
governments.

To be sure Cyprus has strate- 
gic significance as a base ip the 


Mediterranean and in this res-. 


pect the United Kingdom has 
an interest in her position in the 
island. The British Govern- 
ment has made attempts to ad- 
vanee the constitutional status 
of the island, moving toward in- 
dependence, with a decision on 
the ultimate future of Cvrprus 
postponed for some years at 
least. 


Britain released Archbishop 
Makarios early last year in the 
hope that this would induce the 
Greek terrorists, Eoka to 
abandon their campaign of 
violence. A solution partition- 
Ing the island between the 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots 
does not seem to be practicable. 
Cyprus after all is a very small 
and poor island. 

The international aspects of 
the problem are also full of 
difficulties. Greece and Turkey 
are both members of NATO 
and Turkey is also a member 
of the Baghdad pact and the 
United Kingdom is a member 
of both these organizations. 
Conflict over the future of 
Cyprus between these coun- 
tries does not make for happy 
cooperation in these alliances, 
but one thing is sure; that 
violence and bloodshed will 
only serve to make any solu- 
tion more difficult to attain.

Everywhere in the Free World 
the Communists try W& pro- 
mote division and disruption. 
They encourage “united fronts” 
between Communists and non- 
Communists and by this hope 
to divide the democratic parties

They make arms deals with 
selected countries with a view 
to exacerbating international 
tension. They exploit neutralist 
sentiment. They carry on un- 
ceasing and worldwide propa- 
ganda quite regardless of ex- 

nse: the Moscow Youth Fes- 
tival alone cost £50 million. 


This propaganda is at present 
directed above all else to foster- 
ing the illusion that communism 
is turning over a new page and 
is willing to negotiate in order 
to improve the world situation. 
Certainly, from time to time, 
Moscow may decide that it is 
good thing to produce a milder 
atmosphere but a world war 
has at no time since 1945 been 
in the Soviet interest and if the 
tension grows too great Moscow 
naturally tries to relieve it. 


But its moves in this direc- 
It does 
not contemplate any genuine co- 
existence of the Communist and 
non-Communist worlds, The 
great difficulty for the Free 
World in negotiating with Rus- 
sia is that the Soviet Govern- 
ment is not inhibited by public 
opinion or parliament and ap- 
peals from abroad carry no 
weight. There is only one 
thing which weighs with those 
who carry on Communist diplio- 
macy. This is the spread of 
international communism. 


Taken all in all the aims of 
Moscow today are still exactly 
as described by Stalin. “What 
is the objective?” he asked, “It 
is to consolidate the dictatorship 
of the proletariat in one country 
using it as base for the over- 
throw of imperialism in ail 
countries.” 


Doubtless the liquidation of 
imperialism might be consider- 
ed a good thing. But by “im- 
perialism” Stalin in this con- 
text means all the non-Com- 
munist world. That is as much 
threatened today as in Stalin's 
life time. The threat is more 
skilfully camouflaged: that is 
the only difference.
